impationt contempt felt by men of 
letters in China and Japan for the 
doctrines of Christianity arises. from 
their imperfeot acquaintance with them; 
and in too many instances there is rea 
son.to fear that their opinion is not 
likely to be improved by the mental 
calibre of the foreigners who are sent 
out to teach them. . Ia plain words, wo 
believe that there are some missionaries 
who are intellectually the inferiors of 
the cultured classes in Iudia, China, 
and Japan; and that while a rougher 
and partly uolettered man may do 
much good among the poasautry, a largo 
and most important section of the 
community are left entirely untouched, 
Now this ‘seems to have always beon a 
favourite view with Archbishop Bonson; 
consequently, wheu a gentleman from 
Todio, taking his cue from the remarks 
of a previous speaker, rose and delivered 
an able, practical, aud convincing ade 
dress upon the poiat, in. which his 
Grace heard his own opinions clothed 
in powerful language aud supported by 
personal experience, it was uot uanas 
tural that he should have made enquiries 
as to Mr. Poole’s position in the Charob, 
These resulted in the Archbishop ap. 
pointing Mr. Poole to the long vacaut 
Bishopric in Japan ; and we trust that 
fa step so bappily inaugurated will ree 
sult in solid benefit to the missionary 
cause. It ie, wo think, a wise step that a 
prelate who understands and appreciates 
the difficulties exporionced by tho 
educated classes in accepting a foreign 
religions system should have been 
selected for the post at Tokio, In 
China it is almost impossible for a 
wnolier of religion lo get on terms of 
intimacy with men of intellect and 
It is, iu fact, only the medical 
missiouary who bas any chance of 
being admitted to that exclusive cirole ; 
and even theu it is unusual for the 
Confuciauist to take sufficient interest 
in barbarian ethics to induce him to 
enter upon an examination of them, 
In Japan, affairs are different, There 
wo have a quickwitted, inquisitive, 
though perbaps rather shallow olass, 
eager for information, quick at ree 
partee, and fond of argument. Men of 
this sort'are often jouroalists, pamph- 
leteers, and public lecturers. ‘I'he ops 
position they show to Christianity is at 
any rate an aggressive and so far 
intelligent one, and far easier to deal 
with than the stolid politeness of the 
Chinese, who, however civilly they may 
listen to arguments,soarcely condescoud 
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to bestow any serious attention upon 
them, Even the brisk anti-Christian 
movement uow progressing among the 
Baddbist Colleges in Tokio and else- 
where is a far healthier sign than the 
dall indifference and stupidity mot with 
among the bonzes of China, who, with 
very few exceptions, seem almost too 
imbecile to have 0 claim upon the mis- 
i time. OF course wo can 
itagiue the fervent disclaimer that will 
immediately rise to the lips of every 
missionary, who reads these lines. But 
it canuot be denied that there are some 
persons who, to the unregenerate, mind, 
cortainly appear more worth the trouble 
of converting than others; meu of in- 
tellect and culture, meu of influence 
and position, the conversion of one of 
whom would Lave more effect upon a 
district or community than that of 

dozen bonzes. It is to men of t 
calibre that the labours of the Bishop- 
Designate of Tokio will be primarily 
directed, and we trust that the resalt 
will be such as to bear out the ex- 
prossed policy of the Archbishop, and 
to bring about, to somo extent, a re- 
fortialion of the evangelising system.

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THE CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE ON THE 
UNRATIFIED COREAN TREATY. 
i : 
In the miscarried treaty negotiated by 
Admiral Willes with Corea the fifth 
Olanse chiofly refers to the scale of 
Anties which English merchants would 
under it be required to pay. The loose 
and unbusiness like terms which were 
used in the American Trenty appear 
to have been again employed, and 
these were so universally disapproved 
of here that the Shanghai Committeo 
might have been expected to have had 
an opinion upon all points ready to 
offer to the Foreign Secretary, They 
might at least have been able to sny, 
for instance, that 10 per cent. is too 
high a daty on articles of daily use, 
such as cotton and woollen goods, 
needles and matches. But it will be 
seen: from the following extract that 
our Chamber had no opinion whatever 
to offer regarding those staple articles of 
commerce, iu which, as importers, they, 
and the merchants and manufacturers 
of England, might become interested 
when foreign traders established them. 
selves in Corea, They had clear views 
however, on tho inequity of the duty 
which foreign tobacco would have to 
boar; a matter that could only affect 
those English residents in Corea who 
indulged in’ foreign tobacco, 
should say that the selection of this 
one trifling item for protest by a grave 
body of merchants must have had a 
strange look to Harl Granville. Tho 
Shanghai Committeo in continuing their 
comment on Article IV, which we have 
already quoted, say of the fifth Article, 
“The same general remark ”—that 
neighbouring countries are likely to 
olaim any advantage which the Corean 
‘Trenty might give thom—"applies to the 
Ath paragraph of Article 5 which states 
that ‘Articles of daily use are to pay 
duty at nob exceeding 10% ad valorem 
while tho duty on loxaries, foreign 
winos, foreign tobacoo, clocks aud 
watches is not to exceed 30% ad valorem; 
but although there is a ‘proviso that

on snch goods on passing into the in- 
terior, it will be very difficult to pro. 
vido with certainty for the free passage 
of such goods, ond still more difficult 
to get proof in the event of the imposi 
tion of further inland taxation, which 
will probably only be discovered when 
when sach are found to be unremunera- 
tive and deolined by tho natives by 
reason of.the extra imposts.” 

“The term ‘ Articles of daily use’ is 
extremely vague and includes no doubt 
stores imported for foreign consump- 
tiov, which are daty free under the 
Chinese Treaties. Foreign tobnoco is 
also especially montioned as distinct 
from Chinese, so that Chinese tobacco 
will escape while the article imported 
for forcign-use will bear a heavy tax.” 

“The tax moreover is pub at too 
high a figure, at all events until the

capabilities of the country for trade are 
ascertained with more certainty than 
at prosent, unless, which is no’ improb- 
able, the object is to hold ont as little 
inducement to forcign residence and 
trade as possible, and at tho samo 
timo secure all tho advantages of 
an alliauco with a powerfal nation.”

THE NEW POLICE SCHEME. 
m 
In our last notice of the Report of the 
Watch Committes on the Police foreo, 
we mentioned that it was being asserted 
thnt the scale of pay for the Haropénn 
policemen was inadequate, ‘The Watch 
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Committee show that the pay of 
Huropean constables in Hongkong 
4s $40 por month, while they pro- 
pose to pay the same class of men 
$45. The difference is, no doabt, sup- 
posed to:be sufficiéut to most the extra 
cost of mast things in Shanghai. Bat 
the rate of :pay of constables, or any 
other class of mon, here, should not be 
arranged sololy oi a comparision of the 
cost of living in Hongkong or elsewhere. 
There may be small incidental charges 
in Slinnghai to eat away the slender 
Bay of the constables, aud justify what 
sisinow daid by them. ‘Thoy statethat they 
oanmot: live with doconoy and propor 

‘comfort on $45 a month, leas $5 per 
‘month deduoted by « paternal Manicipal 
-Council, The Report hus been so care 
fally drawn up that it is scarcely possi- 
ble that: ample consideration was: not 
‘given to this important point. The 
‘successfal working of the whole scheme 
hingés on tho European constables being 
telligout and trastworthy body. 
Bat if the now constables find that they 
‘aro inadequately paid they will become 
discontetited, aud discontented police- 
men are sure ‘to bé untrustworthy. 
Besides which, it is scarcely doubtful 
that the Municipality would bo unable 
to hold them to agreements: entered 
‘01 London, if they vould prove that 
their pay did not place ‘them ia the 
position aa regards corafortable living, 
eto, whioh they had been led to expect. 
Tt would-be better for the Council to 
take power from the Ratepayers to 
incréase the pay of the foreign 
geants and constables, rather than rit 
bringing failare on their scheme by 
adhering to the scale of pay laid down 
in thé Report. Au increase of $5 por 
month to each mau of these classes 
iwould be-all that would be required. 
Tt is possible that thé Watch Com- 
mitteo may shrink from asking for any 
more money from the oommnnity~ bo~ 
youd ‘their already ample estimates. 
But would it ot'be within their power 
to economize somewhat on the pay of 
tho: higher posts ? It will be impossible 
to lower the pay of the “ Ouptain Super- 
intondent,” if tho gontleman to whom 
tho position has beeu offered is wble to 
accept it, But if the suggestion in 
our article of Friday last is adopted, 
aud the Deputy Superintendent is 
chosen from the higher ranks of a 
police force at home, some hundreds of 
taels por annum might be saved, in the 
meantimo at all events, It is also still 
possiblé that a saving may be effected 
on. the salary of the “Captain Su- 
periutendent,”. if the Colonial autho- 
ritios in Hongkong rofuso to set free 
from his engagements the gontle- 
man to whom the Council Lave offered 
the borth. “It is a fair: objection to 
the sobeime; ‘tlit, after lightening the 
lieavy expenditare on the — present 
superior officers, similar posts are created 
which absorb & very Inrge proportion 
of the ‘eatiiinted cost of the new 
foroe. People are asking if the various 
Inspectors are . absolute necessities ? 
If they are not, it would be well to 











































dispouso with some of them, and 
distribute what would have been -paid 
to them among the lower-elags sergeants 
and the coustables, If all the Inspec- 
tors are required for the proper work- 
ing of the new police-scheme, and, after 
proper investigation, it is found ‘that 
the pay of the sergonrts aud constables 
lias beou estimated at too low figures, the 
community will, we are certain, provide 
sufficiont fands to pay all the Earopean 
foree adequately, rather thai that it 
should come into existence with the 
seeds of dissatisfaction already im- 
planted in the men. The suggestions 
as to providing bedding for tho mon 
and for dimiuishiing the cost of their 
living are both excellent, bat are not 
likely to, weigh mach with mou. whose 
pay in monoy is inadequate. 

‘The increase of building and popula- 
tion in Hongkew and the Louza districts 
has obliged the Committee to recom- 
‘mond the formation of two now police 
districts subdivisions of the present 
Hongkew and Louza, Thero will bo 
five “distivot aud well defined Police 
divisions or districts,” if this sug- 
gestion is oarried ont, as no doubt 
it will be. It is proposed that 
each district should be worked inde- 
pendently under the charge of a Senior 
Sorgennt, and the whole under the 
general supervision of the Super. 
intendent at the Central station. It is 
iso proposed to organize a proper do- 
tective department, “the members of 
which should be answerable ouly to 
the Superintendent and his deputy.” 
The office of this department should 
be, it is suggested, at the Central station, 
and the staff “should consist of not 
less than one Inspector, one Sergeant, 
five Europeans aud ten Chinese, so 
hat the Inspector and Sergeant could 
have the general management, and one 
Baropean and oue Chinese could be 
spooially told off to each of the police 
stations. The estimated cost of this 
dopartment is $6,300 or, say, Tis. 4,700 
por annum. ‘This new detective force 
will suporsede the nine native detectives 
whose cost according to the Report i 
Tis, 1,789.68. No oue will grudge tl 
valra exponditaro if tho result is to 
provide n good dotective.service, It 
is that department of the police which 
has been most genorally under sus 
cion, ‘sometimes of uutrustworthness, 
sometimes of inefficiency, and very 
often of both. ‘The Report gives very 
little information regarding the “proper 
detective department” beyond what wo 
we quoted. Another recommenda- 
ion of some importance which the 
Committee 0 ia, that ither a 
regular Municipal Prison be erected 
for the reception of convicts, or 
that steps should be taken to obtain 
the use of the British Gaol. At 
present convicts are kept at the 
Oentral and Hongkew Stations, but 
those arrangements aro described as 
not safe, either as regards proper ous- 
tody, or from a sanitary point ofjview. 
‘The suggestion to build a Municipal 



















































Gaol is less likely to receive carefal 








consideration from the Ratepayers’ if 
bronght forward now, whon their miids 
are occupied with the tore ‘pressiiig 
part of the Committee's scheme, than 
would no donbtbe given toit afterwards, 
Bat if arrangements could bo made to 
lease a part of the British Gaol, as 








these would not involve an outlay of- 
money, they might bo sanctioned at the 


forthcomiug meeting of Ratopayers. 
Although we have said that we think 
the commanity would provide funds 
beyond these estimates of the Watch 
Committee, we are sure that the neces- 
sity for any such increase will require 
to bo vory clearly proved.

CRUBLTY TO ANIMALS, 


Ir must bo acknowledged that a vory 
marked distinction exists between 
cruelty and callousness, A orael man 
cannot bat be callous, bat it doos not 
necessarily follow that a callous man 
is always. cruelly inclined. At the 
same time it makes very little differ. 
eves to the sufferer whether his pain 
ia inflicted from active maliguity, or 
from simple indifference, on the part 
of. the inflictor, to his sufferings. We 
have recently published two lettora ro- 
flecting in terms of generous indigna. 
tion upon the barbarity of the Obinese 
towards dumb animale, and neod scares. 
ly sny that every expression in thodo 
lottera is endorsed by ourssives. It 
really matters very little whether the in. 
human treatmont complained of springs 
from oral instinct of cruelty, 
inherent iu tho Chinese, or from 
meré inability to appreciate the pain 
they cause and an indifference about 
it either way. Woe beli howevor, 
the latter to be the case. It is une 
reasonable to suppose that whén five

crimes and their punishments they ire 
alike cruel, the callousness with which 
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many of them treat the brute creation 
is equally shocking, and deserving of 
judicial interference. It would indeed 
be useless to deny that in some in- 
stances they deliberately torture ani- 
mals, Only a few days ago, a gentle. 
man found a rat nailed by its two hind 
foot aud tail to the roof of a shed in the 
adjoining compound; and the fiendish 
practice of dipping a rat in oil and 
then sotting it on fire is, we fear, com- 
mon ouough. Here wo have deliberate 
malignity, indulged in, probably, as 
revenge on the animals for having 
committed depredations in the larder. 
‘The actual scandals we now refer to 
-more patticularly are not so bad as 
thie, but they will constitute a disgrace 
to our civilisation as long as they are 
permitted. The matter is one which 
may fairly be considered as within the 
jurisdiction of foreigners. Occasionally 
somebody has done good service in 
hauling one of the unfeeling olods to 
the Police Station, and seeing that the 
suffering pony was properly looked 
after and relioved. But what we want 
is some organised system, some de- 
finite and corporate aotion. We submit 
that regulations should be drawn up 
and enforced upon overy livery-stable 
keeper within the Settlement, which 
shall have for their object the protection 
of tho ponies, These might be divided, 
briefly, under threo heads. First, no 
pony should be allowed to work at 
ell upon the bighroad that has not 
boon examined and approved by 
® competent foreign inspector; and 
the appearance of any unoortificated 
pony upon the Road should render its 
owner liable to either imprisonment 
or fine. Secondly, a limit should be 
placed upon the nombor of persons in 
& trap; so many, and so many only, 
boing pormitted to drive behind a single 
animal, Any infringoment of this rale 
shou!d be hold to incriminate the stable- 
keoper and the hirers alike; and it 
should be severely dealt with. ‘Thirdly, 
each trap should be registered and 
numbered, the number being affixed in 
& prominent place, so that in the case 
of ill-treatment of pony, or violation 
of tho rules above suggested, any 
passer-by would be able to identify it 
on making a complaint at the station, 
Lot’ this pla, or one like it, be tried, 
and we venture to predict that good 
will come of it. Spasmodio efforts on 
the part of individuals are insufficient 
to meot this crying shame, and the 
Municipality ought to take the matter 
np, Lot the livery-stables be visited 
as regularly as the markets and the 
grease-shops, and strict supervision 
be instituted over the animals which 
ere kept on hire. After all, it is 
principally the lowest class of Ohi- 
nese who ill-nse dumb oreatures. Re- 
spectable people are, in many instances, 
‘ery careful in this matter, be they poor 
or rich, . We have frequently quoted 
from the religious works of China 
to prove how high s value is set upon 
meroy towards the brute oreation by 
Chinese moralists, and how strong are 


























their denunciations of thoso guilty of 
the crime we gee every day around us. 
Should such regulations ss we now 
suggest be drawn up and stringently 
enforced, we believe that officials and 
people will combine to aid us in carry- 
ing them out, and support them with 
their cordial approbation. 








A WET DAY IN SUMMER, 

THE occurrence of an occasional cool 
wet day in the midst of a Shanghai 
summer is as gratefal as an oasis in 
the desert to a traveller. For weeks, 
perhaps, there has been an uninter- 
rupted continuance of bright burning 
weather. The sun has risen hot and 
fierce in a cloudless sky, pankes aro 
kept waving to and fro all day long, 
venetiaus are carefully closed to exclude 
the blinding glare, and everybody is 
clad as lightly as possible from bead to 
foot in white. No one thinks of ven- 
turing ont, uuless obliged, till six 
o'clock in the evening; and then the 
Garden by the river becomes tenanted 
with a throng of listless strollers who 
have gone there in the hope, often 
doomed to disappointmont, of finding 
a breath of Suddenly a change 
occurs. The wind veers round, and one 
wakes in the morning to the conscious. 
ness of a cooler atmosphere. The ‘fiery 
Phesbus, rising up 80 bri 

behind heavy clouds; the rain patters 
strong and fast against the window. 
paues, and one’s lungs feel as though 
unexpeotedly relieved of some great 
pressure. There are, of course, some wot 
days in summer which are by no means 
an unqualified boon. These are of the 
sort which do not bring with them cool 
and invigorating breezes, but oome 
laden, rather, with heavy and malarious 
ions which are infinitely worse 
the comparatively dry heat of 
ordinary summer weather, But the 
fresh rains and gales that occasionally 
make so weloome a break in Jaly and 
Angust are a wonderful help to us in 
the process of “getting through tho 
summer.” ‘The sensation of relief they 
afford is of itself invigorating and 
encouraging. The eye, so long tired 
with the glaro of porpetual sunshine, 
rests with @ grateful sense upon the 
dall soft hue of the overhanging clonds 
and driving rain, and one’s very limbs 
feel as though they received an acces- 
sion of strength from the pleasant cool 
ness of the air. ‘The Chinese are pro- 
verbially not fond of rain. Gold they 
do not mind, but rain goes far towards 
Keeping them indoors. And yet they 
appreciate, with a trae asthetic sense 
of art, the beauties of a rainy landscape, 
and are very skilful in treating such in 
their pictures of scenery. The surface of 
a lake, ruffled by passing gusts, a little 
clumsy boat being propelled across it in 
the teeth of wind and rain, the boughs of 
willow trees on the bank bonding before 
the storm, and the threatening masses 
of olond broken by fitful gleame of 
Jnrid light,—all these incidents of tem- 
pestnons weather form a favourite sub- 





























ject with the Chinese artist, and are 
often delineated with considerable in- 
genuity.  Snow-scenes, perhaps, are 
drawn with even greater taste, A 
Chinaman loves snow ; it is to him not 
only a thing beantifal in itself, but one 
of the most coveted gifts of Heaven— 
auspicious in its advent, and fortilising 
in its effects. But not even a suow- 
scene in the depth of winter is more 
beautiful to the jaded eye than the 
soft, dim greys which colour the land- 
seape on one of those wot days in sum~ 
mer which visit us to our relief oo- 
casionally. It must, we think, be 
acknowledged that we are’ “ getting 
through” the present eummer very 
fairly. Some poople say that it has 
beon an “exceptional” season ; but 
then every season is more or less ox- 
ceptionsl, according to some folk, 
One invariably meets with somebody 
who assures you that the heat, or the 
coolness, ot tiedamp, or the drought, or 
whatever may be the prevailing charac. 
teristioof the weatber at thabpartioular 
moment, is quite unnenal. In fact, 
to believe them, exceptional weather 
wonld appear to be the ral instead of 
the exception. ‘There is, however, some 
ground for the theory we have often 
heard advanced that Shanghai summera 
are not 80 hot as they used to be. Try- 
ing they aro and always will be, but 
more we believe on account of the un- 
bearable breathlessness which too often 
provails than from a merely high tom- 
perature, We aro now at the 10th of 
‘August, and there cannot be very much 
more summer weather to trouble us, 
‘The season has not on the whole been 
an unhealthy one, though cases of aiok- 
ness have of course occurred. Tho 
strong gales which have passed over 
the settlements during the past wook 
leared the air of much 
eness which bad pre- 
iously, and the cool rains 
that succeeded afforded still farther 
relief to those who were unable to 
secure a change of air by going some- 
the strength 
of the summer seems to be temporarily 
broken, and though there are no doabt 
a few hot days in store for us, as well 
as that treacherous Septomber tempera. 
ture which calls for unrelaxed precau- 
tions against i iti 
least congratulate ourselv« 
very nearly out of the wood.

Almost cach year it bursts its 
banks, Last year in the seventh moon, 
and in now, vast tracts have been Iai 
under water, inundating over 200 villages 
and towns and destroying much life. Au 
Imperial grant of 400,000 taels is needed 
to repair it and relief has been instituted 
to support the destitute people. 

Talking of deluges, I have to report 
floods at Peking. It hus rained more or 
less during the last week, making in all 
over twenty inches. ‘There have been 
three great dowa-pours, the last being on 
Saturday and Sunday, when it came down 
in torronts for twenty hours cousecutively,

FROM SHANSI TO YUNNAN. 





(sores OF A JOURNEY THROOH CHINA.) 
Dec. 22—After leaving Liu-tung Hsien 
we took our course throush by-ways, the 
highway being impassable on account of 
its being covered at places with water, 
frozen over but not thickly enough to allow 
of carts passing over it. Wo crossed a 
stream on ico, and the carts broke through, 
but the watet was not deep. A carter also 
broke through and got his foot wet— 
rather an unpleasant affair for people who 
wear wadded socks and trowserloons. I 
saw a fine white crane, standing near a 
brook, watching for its prey, and a lot of 
yellow wild ducks feeding in the fields. 
Yesterday we all weut for a hot bath at 
the Kung Kuan and public baths beyond 
the south gato of Liu-tung Hsien. Lots 
of men and women were there, the latter 
in a separate inclosure and rooms. I got 
the men to open the official part, and 
had_s private room to myself, with a 
good bath in it, It is called the Kuci-fei 
Tang, or Bath” of the Noble Concubin. 
The room had a long settee, a table and 
tivo stools init, ‘The water came np to 
my waist, and was just tho thing, neither 
too hot nior too cold ; it had aslight sul- 
phurong smell, but not an unpleasant one, 
As some hot springs have. The water 
flows in through a dragon’s mouth, tho 
spout being about two inches in diameter, 
and thus is continually renewed. The 
building is like a palace garden, havi 
ponds, with fish and lotus plants. ‘Tea 
parties might be given in it very nicely, 
and probably aro when the place is not 
occupied by high passing officials. Small 
fry, like myself, aro usually entertained at 
acommon inn, within the city, for every- 
body's convenionco; but when a Governor 
or the Lamas pass they are entertained in 
tho regular bungalow, which is really an 
elegant edifice, 
During tho morning we crossed two 
ivers by stono bridges, and then ascended 
ino or cutting, with caves in th 
deed there are many cavo-dwellin, 
ills.

Dec. 23rd.—Called to pay my respects to 
HLE Feng, tho Futai or Governor of this 
Province, Shon-si. H.E., boing busy, pro- 
mised to receive mo to-morrow morning, 
aud begged to bo excused receiving me 
to-day. I thon called on his Aide-de-Camp, 
Major-General Hu, the Colonel of tho 
Centeal Battalion ‘of City Guards, and 
native of Nanking, or thereabouts. I mot 
him last year and expected he would receive 
me, but he was being shaved, and 90 do- 
clined the honour, I then called on the 
Haien-ming Hsien, and Chang-an Hsien, 
both City Magistrates, but they also de- 
clined to receive mo, being busy. Passing 
through the atreots I noticed lots of phea- 
sants, yellow ducks and hares for sale, as 
well as eabbages, celery, turnips, carrots, 
yams, oniotis, leeks and other things. Fish, 
aud cols, oranges, quinces and pears aro 
also for sale, and lotus roots. Great quan- 
tit jckled mutton, for which this 
city is famed, are obtainable in every street 
almost, and beof, pork and poultry of every 
kinds aro exposed everywhere. 

This city has long boen ono of the most 
famous in the Empiro, firat as the Capital 
of tho Han Dynasty, and, alter soveral 
changes in the rulivg family, as that of 
the ‘Tang Dynasty. Hero Tang Ming- 
huang reigned in great splendour and 
volaptuousness from A.D. 713 till 756, 
hen he had the mortification of seein 
himself driven from his capital by one o} 
his favourite courtiors, Au Lu-shan, an 
ungrateful Turk, who’ had been highly 

roured and-feasted at Court. Horo tho 
famous poet Li Tai-poh wrote many satirical 
verses on the Court minions. Here also he 
often indulged to excess in the wine he 
was so fond of ; and the presont restaurant, 
Tung-hsing-lou, still preserves a couch on 
which the post slept when overcome by 
wine, Horo Yang Kuoi-foi engrossed the 
mind of the doting Emperor, aud socured 
lucrative posts for her rolatives, Hero 
also, more than a thousand years ago, the 
Christian religion was introduced by Nes- 
torian Missionaries, whoso momory and 
doods aro still recorded on a stone tablot 
beyond the west gato, in good preservation, 
Hero many a famous character was born, 
many a celebrated courtier lived, and many 
‘a notorious official died. 

Hsi-an is still a busy place on tho great 
highway to Sze-chuan, Kan-suh, and Tur- 
Kestan as well as to Kokonor and ‘Thibot. 
At present a continual buzz is going on in 
its ‘streets, and strangers from all parts 
abound. Here are Mongols going on pil- 
grimage to Thibet, and Thibetans going on 
Official business to Poking ; Coreans sell 
ing ginseng, Hunan men, and many others, 
going to the great camp in Turkestan ; and. 
Narke selling their famous Turfan raisins, 
Westorn foreigners aro often passing, aud 
some have resided here for a time.

Dec. 24th,—After broakfast I called at 
the Goveruor’s palace, where I found nearly 
all the staff officials, this being the 16th 
day of the moon. I was received alone, 
after the city functionaries of high rank, 
and had about half an hour’s private con- 
yersation with His Excellency on varions 
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topics. H.E. remembered mo very well, 
and exprossed a desiro to have the pleasure 
‘of meeting mo again. After leaving the 

alace, I called on the Colonels of the 
Gity Battalions; then returned to my inn 
to change my garments, and then went 
out for a stroll to see the sights. The 
weather is rather too cold, just now, 
though fine, for people to go ‘about much, 
but tho main streets aro full of bustle 
and business. Fine old poreslain and 
bronzes, old coins and. medals or tokens, 
with many other curiosi 
found here, and a good high price 
for them too. I am told that many in- 
flammatory placards are stuck up about 
tho walls, forbidding people to sell land to 
foreigners for building high or lofty houses, 
and reviling foreigners generally. ‘The 
Roman Catholics say these are the doings 
of the officials, but I do not think it is 
quite #0; I imagine that the Hunanites 
who had’ the row with the Germans are 
likelier to be guilty.

(@) A Momorial from Chin Shun, Go- 
vernor of Ili, The Memorialist and his 
colloaguos are, he reports, very busy pre- 
paving for their approaching expodition to 
tho frontior to mark out the boundary line, 
and settle the people in their various loca. 
tions, Shing ‘Iai, Military Assistant Go- 
vernor of Ili, and O-érh-ch‘ing-o, Assistant 
Governor of Kobdo, have beon deputed to 
aoleot the civil officersand themilitary force, 
with the linguists and attizaus, that are to 
accompany the expedition. A large num- 
Ler of pack animals will bo required to 
carry the provisions, forage,  cooking- 
utensils, tents, baggage, presents and other 
paraphernalia’of tho mission. On the 
occasion of the expedition of Kuei Ch‘ang, 
a former Governor of Ili, these animals 
Wore raised by coreée throughout the Kobo 
region, but of lato there has been a 
getovols murrain amongst tho catlo, which 
as carried off such large numbers that not 
moro than twenty por cont, are left. The 
peoplo, too, are reduced by drought to the 
extromo of poverty and distress, and appeal 
for aid aro daily pouring in from every 
side, so that they are quite unable to meat 
a demand for beasts of burden or porter- 
age, while the purchase oven of animals 
would be a matter of extreme difficult; 
Officers have accordingly been sent in dif 
ent: directions to hire animals wherever 
they are to be found, and to purchase fod- 
der and sheop at market prices. return 
of the amounts expended will be submitted 
Wvlion the boundary question has been set 
Hled.—-Rescript ; Let the Board concerned 
takenote. : 























(8) The remainder of this day’s Gazette 
is occupied with a voluminous report from 
the Governor-General and Governor at 
Canton on the result of their enquiries 
into a series of indictments against Hai 
K‘éng-pi, an expectant Sub-prefect, who 
was charged anonymously with a series of 
crimes committed while he was acting as 
magistrate of Lu-féng Hsien. Amongst 
other enormities, he was accused of throw- 
ing numbers of people charged with piracy 
into the sea with their hands tied with- 
out going through the form of a trial ; 
of burying an old man of over seventy 
years of ago alive, and, when he was haif 
buried, ordering a soldier to gash him with 
asword. The executions he was credited 
with having held during his temporary 
tenure of office were said to be several 
hundred in number, and, in addition to his 
barbarities, he was accused of accepting 
bribes to the amount, in one instance, of 
Tis. 40,000, aud to have permitted gambl- 
ing to go on within his jurisdiction for a 
pecuniary consideration. A committoo of 
Officers was appointed by the Memorialists 
to go carefully into these charges seriatim, 
and after a most searching and thorough 
enquiry, tho only one that can be brought 
home to the Acting Magistrate is that of 
burying an old man alive. It appears 
that when he was out on a grain-collecting 
round, the son of a certain man Ch‘en 
Ch‘éng-wang, who was wanted for some 
offence not being forthcoming, the Magis- 
trate called on the father to produce him 
on pain of severe penalties. ‘The old man 
invited the Magistrate to do his worst, 
whereupon he ordered him to be buried. 
This story was elicited from a soldier who 
accompanied the Magistrate on his round, 
and he added that there was a wound on 
the old man’s neck, He refused, how- 
ever, to admit that he had inflicted the 
wound or to give any further evidence. As 
80 grave a crime as this cannot be allowed to 
pass by without a searching enquiry into 
the authenticity of its details, the Memori- 
alists would request ti ‘Kéng-pi be 



























cashiored and placed upon his trial for the 
offence. The request is granted by Re- 
script, and the Momorialists aro charged to

(Lamas ‘of the Iron Staff) a principal aud 
his assistant, to maintain order. During 
the time that these religious festivals are 
ing on, the control of all matters in the 

istrict ia vested in these t‘ich-pang lamas, 
tho ‘Tibetan officials taking no notice of 
anything that occurs. ‘This is a rule that 
has been observed for many years in Tibet, 
and has hitherto worked satisfactorily. 
On the 1st of tho third moon of the pre- 
sont year, when the festival was nearly at 
an end, it so happened that some lamas 
who were purchasing goods from Nepalese 
traders, got into a quarrel with them, 
whereupon the Wich pang lama went to 
put astop to the dispute, which had then 
only attained the dimensions of a war of 
words. It was night at the time, and 
before the ich pang lama could pacify 
the disputants by verbal exhortation, a 
number of lamas who got wind of what 
was going on came crowding to the spot, 
aud just as the 'ieh pang was settling the 
disputes, they broke down tho door and 
windows of the house in which the dis- 
putants were, and some of the mob pro- 
ceeded to lay hands on the property 
of traders that was deposited therein. 
When the news of the disturbance cam 
fo the ears of the Memorialist an 
his colleague, they immediately seut for 
the Puny-stan-chilung Hutukhtu, and 
directed him to go immediately to the 
scene of the disturbance, and suppress it

‘Tanguts, the Taugut oficials shall ascertain 
the particulars, and restore the stolen pro- 
perty to the Nepalese owner; should the

returned. This negotiation of this Treaty 
was, as the records will show, reported by 
Ho '''é-ho to His Majesty.

Sun 
Chia-mu, Secretary in the Board of Re- 
venue, already ‘cashiered, who received 
Tis. 7,000, and Chou Jui-ch‘ing, who 
though’he did not undertake to pass the 
accounts, or take any bribe, was nevertho- 
less the medium through which bribes 
passed, aro sentenced to banishment tothe 
Amoor. Tho plea of the latter that 
his mother is aged and has no one 
but himself to look after her, will 
not be entertained. ‘The following officers 
are sentenced to banishment into servitude 
on the military post-roads :—Fu Chih, 
second class Secretary to the Board of 
Revenue, who, although he was not a 
party to the preliminary transactions, even- 
tually accepted Tis.

MURDER, ROBBERY AND ARSON AT LO-KA-WEL. 








It is some years since an organized gang 
of robbers attempted to commit depreda- 
tions in the vicinity of Shanghai, but 

t was made early on Sun- 
day morning and etfectually carried out. 
A'red glare in the sky between 1 and 2 
‘a:m, on Sunday warned the firemen that a 
fire had broken out to the south west of the 
Settlements, and numbers of foreign and 
Chinese firemen turned out, expecting that 
their services would be required; but as 
the fire bells did not ring, tue general imn- 
pression was that the conflagration was in 
the City, and so they roturned to their 
homes. ‘About three o'clock on Suuday 
morning a letter was received by M. Bios, 
Superintendent of the French Police, from 
a gentleman living on the Feeuch Siceawei 
Road, stating that the Lo-ka-wei Public 
Houso had been looted aud fied by pirates, 
and that a foreigner belonging to the place 
was at the writer’s residence. The letter 
asked for-assistauce. M. Binos commu-

gentleman's house. ‘The policeman found 
Mr. Darke, the propristor of Lo-ka-wei, and 
escorted him back to the settlement, when. 
M. Binos sent him to the General Hos- 
pital, as he was ill. 

Tt appears that three mon entered tho 
garden of Lo-ka-wei on Saturday after- 
noon, and left after having had a good 
look round the place. Lo-ka-wei, formerly 
known as Aw Chalet, is, or rather was, a 
one storeyed building, Having a bar room, 
dining, and two other rooms and a store- 








| room.” At the back of tho building wore 


the boys’ room and stable, and there were 
living’on the premises, the proprietor, a 
Chinese woman and child, a boy; a gar- 
dener and a jinricsha coolie. At about 
10 p.m, the proprietor retired to ‘rest, 
and had been asleep several hours, when 
he was awakened by voices, which he 
thought at first came from people in 
boats on the creck which rans on 
two sides of the house, Ho thon 
discovered that the noise came from the 
room where the servants wero in the habit 
of sleeping. He went to the window and 
called out, and he had no sooner done 80, 
than he saw some men coming out of the 
boys’ room, They rushed to his room, and, 
smashing the windows, got inside and 
caught hold of him, at the same time 
brandishing long knives, though, strange to 
say, they did not attempt to uso them, 
He broke away from them and rushed out 
by a sido door and round by the back of the 
house, falling down among tho tall reeds 
which grow very high in this locality. Some 
of tho pirates chased him, but as they 
suddenly inissed him when he fell, they 
divided ‘into two companies and continued 
the chase, though they did not succeed in 
discovering him, Afterwards they returned 
to the house, and joined the restof the 
which numbered between twenty and thirty 
inall, They then looted the place and after- 
wards set fire to it, The yang did not stay 
long, but took their plunder aud wont to- 
wards the crook. Darke thon started for the 
noarest foreign residence, but as ho could 
not make any one there hear, he went on to 
the third house, and was attended to by the 
entleman who sent the note to the French 
lice. It appears that from the ti 
Darke first saw the fire till the roof foll in 
was about ton minutes, the building being 
of swood and consequently burning rapidly. 

The Chinawoman informs us that she 
was suddenly awakened on Sunday moru- 
ing early—she could not say at what hour 
by cries pr ing feom the boys’ rvom, 
She jumped up and asked what was the 
matter, but got no answer. About ton 
minutes afterwards some men broke the 
windows and went into the room where sho 
was. One man asked her for money. She 
then went outside, when she was ed by 
three men with blackened faces and armed 
with large knives. ‘They asked her where 
her money was, and she told them she had 
none, upon which they threatened to kill 
her. One man held her hands behind 
her. took about half an hour. She 
jadestone bangles at the tine, 
and these they took off, with the silver 
pins in her hair, They then commenced 
to atrip her, but afterwards gave her back 
her jacket, but took her shoes and socks 
off her feet. Auother portion of the gang 
were at this time ransucking the premises, 
and they carried some boxes out of the 
house. They next proceeded to saturate the 
floor with kerosene, and, having done sv, 
set fire to the house. The woman attempted 
to put the flames out, but the pirates pre- 
veuted her, aud said that if she did so they 
would cut her head off. As soon as they saw 
that the flames would spread, they loft the 
house. The woman then went to look for 
Darke, and when about two li from the 
house, he came out of the reeds close to 
the roadside. They then went to the 
foreign gentleman’s house. She says the 
pirates were Kiang-pei men. 

‘Tho jinricsha coolie, the only servant 
who is known to be alive, states that he 
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vvas asleep in the same room as the boy 
and gardener. Ho was suddenly awakene 
by anoise in the room. He jumped up 
and saw 2 numbér of mon in the room 
who were killing the boy and the gardener. 
Ho immediately got up, fled though a 
window, and, jumping into the creck, 
swam to the other side. He went to the 
French Station in the morning and reported 
what he knew of the circumstances, 

Tt appears that the boy was’ killed 
by the pirates, who stabbed him in threo 
places. ‘Tho gardener is missing, so it is 
not known what his fate has beeu, 
far no clue of the depredators has been 
obiained, though it is supposed they 
came iu a boat aud returned the ame way. 
It is probable that such is the case, as they 
weut to the boys’ room first, which is 
between the creek aud the house. ‘The 
object of the attack was probably money. 
‘Tho murdered man presents a ghastly 
spectacle, boing torribly gashed, and coverod 
with clotted blood. "Several foreig: 
visited the scene of the murder on Suuday 
afternoon, ‘The house is entirely destroyed. 

A telogram was seut to the Shanghai 
District Magistrate, who is at present at 
Soochow, informing him of the Lo-ka-wei 
outrage. “Ho replied that he was unable 
to return, but ‘requested “his deputy 
to hold an: inquest on the body of 
the Chinaman who was murdered. “The 
ardener who was employed at Lo- 

a-woi at the time of the outrage has not 
turned up yet. A body was found floating 
in the creek on Monday, and tho gardouer's 
brother was sent by the District Magis- 
trate’ deputy to see whether he could 
recognizy it. Wo understand that a large 
body of soldiers have been sent out from 
the Arsonal to scour the country in search 
of the robbers who committed the outrage 
at Lo-ka-wi 


























MURDER BY A FOREIGNER, 
ee 

Late on Tuesday night, a shocking mur- 
dor was perpetrated on the banks of the 
Soochow Creek, the victim being 
sha coolio, and the murderer, according to 
the accounts of some Chinamen who wit- 
nessed a disturbance between the two, a 
dark-skinned foreigner. A few minutes 
before midnight Native Polics Constable 
116 was pacing his beat on the Kiangse 
road Bridge, when a Chinaman rushed up 
to him and told him that he had just s 
fa black man fighting with and ‘stabi 
a jiuricsha coolie on the north bank of the 
creek. Without dotaining his informant, 
the constable went at ouco towards the 
spot which had been indicated to him, and 
afew yards above Honan Road Bridge he 
found a Chinaman lying on the edge of 
the bank and bleeding profusely from a 
wound in the throat, He spoke to the 
man, but got no answer, He then went 
towards the Central Police Station to ob- 
tain assistance, and on the way met Ser- 
geant Hardy, who, on hearing the uative 
constable’s tale, lucried to the spot aud 
the body of the coolie, which he 
ill warm, though life appeared to 
ite extinct. ‘The matter was im- 























be 
mediately reported at both the Central 
and Hongkew Police Stations, aud the 





eof the murder was subsequently 
ited and closely examined by Super- 
intendont Penfold, Inspectors Wilson and 
Fowler, Sub-inspector Howard and De- 
tective-Sergeaut Mack. Ouly one wound 
was noticed on the body at this time—a 
cut of about two inches in length in the 
throat, just above the collar-bone. It 
appeared to lave been inflicted by the 
downward thrust of a long sharp knife. 
In the afternoon, however, Dr. Henderson 
made an examiuation of the corpse, and 
found a deep stab in the back, most likely 
inflicted by the same wenpon which had 
been driven into the man’s throat. It 
seems probable that in the altercation the 





murderer first thrust his kujfe into the if 


man’s throat, and then, ‘while the coolie 
was trying to make his escape, pursued him 
and stabbed him in the back. ‘Both wounds 
were of a very sorious nature; the stab in 
the throat severed the windpipe and pre- 
vented the unfortunate man from calling for 
assistance, and the wound in the back doubt- 
Jess proved fatal in avery few minutes. The 
litt!e pools of water on the muddy bank were 
found discoloured with blood for a distance 
of about fifty yards to tho west of the spot 
where the body was found, and at about 
half that distance from the corpse stood a 





So | jiuricsha, which was subsequently found to 


bolong to the murdered man, Five cash 
were discovered tightly clenched in the 
right hand ofthe unfortunate coolie, and 
afew more were found scattered in the 
bottom of the jinricsha. From this fact it 
is thought probable that the fight witnessed 
by the uative coustable’s informaut aud 
the subsequent murder were the result of 
a dispute between the jinricsha coolie and 
his fare as to the amonut to be paid for the 
hire of the veicle. ‘There is, however, 
another possible explanation of the horrible 
affair. On that part of the bauk of the 
creck at which the murder was committed 
there is no proper roadway. ‘The carriage 
path ends at the Honan Road Bridge, and 
it is not usual for jinricsha coolies to take 
their-faros farther up the-creek than thie 
point, the remainder of the bank being 
nothing more than a rough foot-path, half 
covered with building materials, leading to 
Messrs, Russell & Co.'s Silk Filaturo and 
elsewhere. Inolddaysit used tobonotanun-

drunken sailors up to this comparatively 
lonely distric 
mouey ; and it is thought possible that in 
the present case the cvolie’s assailant may 
have been taken to this spot for the purpo: 
of robbery, aud that he may have used his 
knife in protection of his property. The 
finding of the cash in the hand of the 
murdered man, however, would seem to 
render the former thoory the moreprobable. 

‘As goon as the tide boyan to rise, the bod: 
was lifted out of the mud, placed on a bloc! 
of granite, aud covered over with a pieco 
of matting. Hore it remained for the rest 
of the day, awaiting tho arrival of the 
deputy who should be appointed to hold 
the inquest in place of the absent Che- 
hisien ; the body, with oue bloody arm 
hanging from under the covering, and dark 
stains on the side of tho atone where the 
blood had ran down from the wounds, pi 
ting a horrid spectacle to the eyes of 
those passing over the Honan Road Bridge, 
No trace of. the murderer has yet been 
discovered. He was described by P.O. 
mant as a “black man,” but 

Chinese who profess to have 

away from tho scene of 
the murder describe him as a white man, 
All agree, however, that he was dressed in 
foreigu clothes ; and it is thought probable 
is a Manilaman. ‘The police have 
uiot yet been able to got hold of any one 
who actually saw anything of the occuc- 
rence, the Chinamen who described the 
murderer as a black or white man deossed in 
European clothes proving on examination 
to know nothing except from hearsay. 

A circumstance has come to light which 
may perhaps, lead to the detection of 
the Svochow-Oreek murderer. Late on 
Wednesday night a native constable met 
in Hongkew a jinricsha coolie and another 
Chinaman who made a statement to him, 
which they afterwards repeated at the 
police station, to the effect that on Tues- 
day night they were in Tiendong Road, 
Hongkew, when they saw a foreiguer, 
dressed in a slouch hat and a long dark 
coat. He was rolling about from side to 
le of the rond and behaving generally 
in a man which convinced them that 
he was either drank or mad. In his 
right hand he held some black object— 
probably a Japanese dagger. He camo 
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hand on the shoulder of the jinricsha coolie 
ho struck at him with the object in the 
other hand, and inflicted a sever out 
over the eye, ‘The men called for asssist- 
ance, and a foreign constable (B.C. 
Werty) came up and chased the foreign 
er slong Tiondong road and into an 
alley-way. Here the runaway crouched 
down in a corner, and, as soon as the 
foreign constable had run past him, cut 
back into Tiendong road. Two native 
police then’ joined in the pursuit, and 
chased the man as far ag the old railroad, 
where he managed to clude his pursuer 
This account has, we believe, been cor- 
roborated by Polico Constable Worry. 
A foreigner answering to exactly the same 
description is also stated to have gone into 
a-cako-shop on the eame evening and to 
havo threatened the shopman with a 
knife, on being asked for payment for some 
cakes which he had eaten. Both tl

THE LATE STORM, 





{The barometer gradually commenced to 
fall on Friday (8rd) so that the Director of 
the Siceawei Observatory was able to fore- 
toll bad weather, On Saturday afternoon 
he stated a typhoon was coming from the 
S.E. and would pass noar the East of 
Shanghai, going to the North, also that 
the wind ‘would probably pass to the 
North aud North West. ‘the wind 
shifted round to the N.E, on Thursday. 
morning, blowing fresh, aud it increased in 
violence during the night, but moderated 
towards morning, the force on Friday at 
4 am. being reprosonted as 2.8. At 10 
am. on the same day, the wind had 
veered to E.N.E. and its force was 16.4. 
At4 p.m. it had decreased to 14.3 and at 
10 p.m. to 5.5. On Saturday morning at 
4 a.m. it had gradually increased to 6.6 
and then rapidly, till at 10 a.m, it was 
17.5, the direction being all the time 
E.N.E. with the barometer 29.548, but 
having only fallen .021 during the previous 
twenty-four how

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for shelter and blocked up the crocks. 
Towards night huge banks of clouds of 
sombre hue passed overhead with great 
rapidity, with an occasonal rift showing 
gorgeous colours behind. ‘Then there 
was a lull for a few hours, but towards mid- 
night the wind again increased in fitful and 
violent gusts, driving the tide up toa great 
height, the consequence being that many of 
the streets in the Settlements were flooded. 
‘The water rose about two feet in the 
houses on both aides of the Woosung Road, 
is higher than the floor of the 

Tho lower end of Broadway in 
the vicinity of Birt’s Wharf was covered 
during the night, and upwards of a 
hundred sampans’ made fast to the 
trees, at least a hundred yards inland 
fromthe ordinary bank of the river. The 

lot of ground opposite the Hongkew 
tation was a shoot of water. In North 
Szochnon Road the drain box burst, os 
did also the drain in Chao-fong Road, 
making holes in the ground. North 
Soochow Road had enough water on it to 
float a sampan. All along the front of the 
United States Consulate and MLB, Co,’s 
property the road was flooded, while the 
force of the wind uprooted somo of the 
trees, and the waves damaged the Minghong 
Road jetty. Other trees were knocked 
down and branches broken off, while a 
number of fences were also blown 
own. 

Tn the English Sottloment, the Garden, 
from its exposed position, suffered most. 
‘Tt was covered with water nearly up to the 
band-stand, while the force of the water on 
Saturday and Sunday broke up the broad 
pathway running along tho bank of the 
river and the crock, A heavy pile-driver 
which has beon usod for driving piles near 
the Japanese Consulate drifted up the 
mouth of the Soochow Crook, and appears 
to have brought up against 
thon to havo drifted towards tho Garden, 
where it grounded on the slope. No other 
way can bo imagined for its gotting in 
that, position, as there wore a number of 
yachts studding the mouth of the creek, and 
asnone of these aredamaged, the pile-driver 
could not havo drifted amongst them. 
At noon on Sunday the strongest force of 
the wind appears to have concontrated 
itsolf on tho receiving ships, as the Yuen- 
fah and Ariel both dragged their anchors. 
‘The Ariel's bow was canted in very close 
to tho Kiukiang Road jetty, while the same 
thing occurred with tho Qustoms Hulk. 
‘Tho pontoon bridges, Bund, Honan Road, 
and many of the streets were flooded about 
8 foot deep. “On the French Concession, 
tho storm damaged the French Bund con- 
siderably and washed away portions of it 
nearest the water, besides uprooting some 
trees, A large portion of Pootung was 
flooded and considerable damage was done. 
The only accident we have heard of as 
occurring afloat, was the sinking of a 
boat with 130 packages of tea on board. 
‘We bolieve the tea was owned by a Chinese 
storokeoper in Hongkew. Owing to tho 
strong wind, moat of th vessels in the lower 
roach swung up rivorallday. The last similar 
storm that visited Shanghai was on Satur~ 
day and ‘Sunday, the 27th and 28th August, 


"We are indebted to Captain G. WV. Con- 
ner, of the Genkai Maru, for the following 
readings of his standard mercurial baro- 
meter :— 


4th Aug. 8 p.m, 
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stancy of the ction N.E. and of the 
great force of wind for two days past 
indicate clearly that the typhoon has 
come to us from the south-east. At the 
moment of the barometrical minimum, 
29.368, observed at Si-ka-wei yesterday 
(Gunday) morning at 5 o'clock, the wind 
blew strongly from N.E. by N. . The ob- 
servations taken at Ningpo will tell us 
‘rhother the centre of depression was at 
that moment higher than the 29th degree 
of latitude, but I do not think it was. It 
is cortain that from that hour the typhoon, 
instead of continuing its route to the north 
and north-east, inclined to the west, and 
then to the south-west, thus approaching 
the Straits of Formosa. What was the 
cause of such a movement? I know of 
several analagous cases where the simul- 
taneous presence of another centre of de- 
pression, either in the China Sea or at the 
south entrance of the Straits, has sufficed 
to explain naturally the change of direction 
of a typhoon or tempest to the north of the 
Straits, as by the effect of a mutual attrac- 
tion of the two contres. Iam led, then, to 
believe that while our typhoon went to the 
east of Formosa, another, apparently from 
the same original whirlwind, made its way 
over the China Sea between Luzon and 
Formosa and approached the Straits and 
the coast of China, However that may bo, 
our typhoon is at present to the south of 
Shanghai ; it will probably return towards 
the east and go to the north-east.” 

Pre Dechevrens has favoured us with 
the following note, dated Si-ka-wei Obsor- 
vatory, 8th August, 11 am.:—‘“ Tho 
typhoon that I announced in my last note 
as probably existing in the south, aud as 
strongly opposing tho march of the typhoon 
which was raging here about the fifth 
instant, is now proved to be a reality. I 
attained the continent, and then took its 
ction towards tho north, thereby oblig- 
ing the winds to remain fixed at E. and 
E.S.E., and this occasioned tho fall of rain 
of these Inst day:

ANOTHER ‘DETECTIVE’ CASE. 

Now that the ease of Si-yung has created 
such excitemont in the Settlement, it ma 
boas well to record another case whicl 
originated under somowhat similar ciroum- 












stances, but fortunately has had a difforont 
result. In July last year o robbery was 
committed at a house in Kiukiang Road. 


‘The building was used as a native bath: 
homo and a bacbor's sop, The propristor 
of these establishments also owned somo 
opium shops, and amassed a considerable 
sum of money. Ho had in tho house at 
the time a box containing $185. In his 
employ wore a numbor of water-coolics, 
‘The master of the house, being called away 
to tho city, loft his manager in charge of 
the baths,’ He too went away for a fow 
minutes, and during his absonce, one of 
the water coolies—an old man—knowing 
where the money was kept,’ broke open 
the safo, extracted the money and then 
hastily loft. tho- house. ‘The robbery was 
reported to the Louza Station, but tho thief 
coutldnutbe found. ‘The propristor, however, 
Giscovered that the coolie’s home was ab 
Soochow ; s0 after a few days, ho sent his 
manager and a barber by boat to that 
city to try and find him. ‘Th first timo 
they called, the coolio was not at home, #0 
they called again in the evening and found 
him. When they said ho had committed 
the ‘robbery he was very indignant, and 
aftor telling the manager that he had no 
right to interest himself in the robbery as 
he was not tho master of the honse, he 
finally consented to return to Shanghai 
and prove his innocence, His offer was 
accepted, and the managet, barber, and 
coolie cametoShanghai. They went toLouza 
Station, and at the Mixed Court the coolie 
was charged with robbery, tho manager 
acting as prosecutor. It may be stated 
here that’ no money was found at the 
covlie’s house. “At ‘the Mixed Court he 
confessed that he had hidden §37;'but the 
rest he had spent. ‘This story’ was uot 
believed, and his Worship Chén threatened 
to administer the bamboo if the coolio did 
not confess in a cortain’ mimber of days, 
He was thew locked up at the Mixed Court. 
While there; he was taken sick ; ho was an 
opium-smoker, and his forced’ separation 
from the opium-pipe made him ill, In a 
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the mandarin usually applies 
to the prosecutor to allow the prisoner to 
be released, and this course was followed 
in the present case. ‘The coolio on_ his 
release went out and lay down in Nan- 
king Road. A native policeman, seeing 
him there, reported the matter to the 
Louza’ Station, whereupon the detective 

ing was ‘sent to make euquicies into tl 
circumstances and send hit to the hospit; 
‘Tho detective at ouce recognised the coolie 
fs the man who stolo the $183. Ho put him 
into a jinriesha and took him to the Shan- 
tung Road Hospital, paying the fure hin 
self. The coolio was seen to be a confirmed 
opium-smoker; and he died a few hours 
after admission. A-sing then went to the 
tipao of thedistrict, and informed him of the 
death, ‘The tipao saw the body, and finding 
no marks of violence on it, got a cuflin from 
acharitable institution in Foochow Road 
and had it buried, As he failed to 
report the death to the District Magis- 
trate, no inquest was held, although the 
Mixed Court was informed, 

‘Some mouths after this, a woman, who 
represented herself as the widow of the 
deceased, presented a petition to the then 
District Magistrate and accused the de- 
tective with others of causing ler husband’s 
death. ‘The Che-hsion communicated with 
the Mixed Court, the result being that he 
was satisfied “the coolie died a natural 
death, 20 ho refused to take further 
steps in the matter, Soon aftor this, 
the District Magistrate was transferced 
elsewhere, and when his successor took 
oflice, the widow again came forward with 
a petition, aud accused the manager of 
buth-houses, the barber, and the dete 
of killing her husband by blow: 
Mixed Coust was again referred to, with a 
imilar result. ‘The woman was uot satis- 
fied, and when a third Dist 
—the present one—came into ollice, sl 

at him a similar petition also. The same 
course was adopted, with the same result, 
One would scarcely havo thought that the 
woman would have moved further, but

‘THE DETECTIVE SLYUNG. 
To the Editor of the 
Nonra-Cuixa Darcy News. 

Si,—As the unfortunate Si-yang is now 
robably near his bitter end, and as the 
Goliberate verdict of history upon this 
miserable caso has yet to be given, it is 
right that each link in the chain of events 
should be properly tested as it occurs. 

After what had gone before, the com- 
munity hed a right’ to expect ‘that when 
Si-yung was brought to the Mixed Court 
for the second time for the preliminary 
hearing, the Council would have left no 
stone unturned in the effort to secure for 
iim the best possible defence. The honour 
of the community was at stake, aud the con- 
fidence of all the native employés of the 
Council was involved in the issue. ‘The 
Chairman of the Council and the Chairman 
of the Watch Committee were in Shang- 
hai, aud one of them at least, if uot both, 











should have attended. The legal advisor 
should have been placed in chargo of the 
case,and instructed to spare neither time 
nor expense in defence of the man. Every 
effort should have beon made to find the 
witnesses who could give evidence, and so 
to secure their safety now, and afterwards, 
that they consented to give it. The legal 
adviser should have applied for adjourn- 
ments of the hearing until this had been 
thoroughly done. He should then have 
attended the hearing, cross-examined every 
witness for the prosecution, and if the 
evidence was thus hroken down and dis- 
credited as most probably could easily have 
been done, he should, even if he had failed 
to obtained witnesses for the defence, hi 
vigorously opposed any committal for 
until some credible evidence had been 
given which had stood the test of cross 
examination. He should have applied for 
adjournments to enable him to test by 
enquiry the value and credibility of tho 
testimony given against Si-yung, as thero 
hias been throughout strong grounds for 
belioving it tu be a trumped-up case, and 
tho result of hostility, if not of deliberate 
conspiracy against him, But what was 
done? As far as we can learn, the legal 
adviser was never consulted at all, and if 
10, he, of course, is entirely free from 
blamy, and the Council again entrusted 
the whole case to the Superintendent 
of Police, The case seoms to have beon 
treated in a most perfunctory manner, hust- 
led through with indecenthaste, andnoshow 
of defence made for the poor wretch whose 
innocence is believed in by fair 
and yet whose fat 
upon by those who should have fought hard 
for him, as a foregone conclusion not 
worth struggling against. Such, seoms 
to me, judging by tho reports in the daily 
to be a brief and correct statement 
was done and what ought to have 
Laid before that there were 
no grounds for expecting either firmness 
or wisdom from our present local rulers, 
and events seom to have already justified 
the remark. ‘The giving of the guarantee 
by the Council appeared to me when 
the fact was made public to hare been a 
most suicidal act and fraught with dange 
and to have beon doue heedlessly whou th 
Council was apparently almost under the 
fiuence of psnic. It is most probable 
that the man could have beon got back 
without it, bat that can never be known 
with certaiuty now. ‘The present position 
is disastrous aud humiliating beyond all 
precedent, and the worst of it is, that there 
is no sensible cause for it. 

A sickening succession of blunders has 
raised an unnecessary war, aud caused a 
miserable defeat,

CATTLE EPIDEMIC. 
To the Editor of the 
Norru-Onma Daty News, 
Sm,—This plague has broken out again, 
and, from the serious ravages it is making 
amongst cattle in the country, bids fair 
this year to be more destructive amongst 
the atock of cattle dealers than in former 
seasons. In the districts around Songkiang, 
Soochow and Woosich as many as one 
thousand head are said to have died this 
season already. One largo grazior who 
owned about five hundred head is said to 
have lost over three-quartors, and in grief 
xation at 80 serious 8 loss, committed. 
suicide, Passengers who have come lo 
Shanghai through the Jakes and crocks, 
report having soon many dead cattle lying in 
the water making a rich feast for crabs and. 
‘As much as two hundred cash por 
carcase have been paid to boatmen for tow- 
ing it away some distance from its owner's 
place. The mortality having beon so great, 
‘the country pangs aca ack wd the time 
and labour to bury the beasts that died, 
and adopted the course of flinging them 
into the water as tho easiest way of 
setting rid of them. When the disease 
Freaks out in the country dist ts, I 
am informed, the mandarins will not 
allow any of the disoased cattle to bo 
killed or their skins or carcase 
made use of in any way. There 
chance of stopping the disease by stamping 
it out, as would be done in any foreign 
couutry. In China the disease only stops 
its course when the supply of cattlo fails. 
‘The epidemic has always been brought 
into Shanghai from the immediately suc- 
rounding country. The country-poople, 
finding the herds dying of in the district 
beyond, and their own cattle beginning to 
sicken and die, adopt, as a course to save 
something, the driving of their cattle to 
Pah-sin-jao for disposal to the knackers and 
grease sliops. These beasts are accordingly 
travelled through the settlements and 
along the back roads they reach the 
destined shambles, By the time the coun- 
try man resolves on that course his cattle 
are generally sick and in low condition, 

e thus a beautiful example of 
tency of Chinese law and custom 
as administered by the mandarins, and 
at tho same time an insight into their 
paternal care of the poor. All the 
knackers ara under Chinese jurisdiction, 
the whole of their places being immediate- 
ly outside the borders of the Sottle- 
ment; but they are never molested by
